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*The  address  of  the  evening  was  delivered  by  Dr.  William  M. 
Polk.  For  the  benefit  of  our  graduates  we  quote  the  concluding 
paragraphs,  so  valuable  a  tribute  from  the  highest  authority  as 
appreciation  of  and  encouragement  for  nurses. 

"  Go  back  with  me  for  thirty  years,  and  enter  the  wards  of  any 
hospital,  Bellevue,  for  instance,  whose  name  you  and  I  so  proudly 
bear, —  enter  a  surgical  ward,  and  viewed,  in  the  light  of  what  we 
see  to-day,  one  might  think  he  stood  in  a  pest-house.  This  ap- 
plied to  every  surgical  ward  in  every  hospital.  Pyaemia,  septicae- 
mia, known  to  the  laity  as  blood-poisoning,  was  everywhere. 
All  felt  there  were  injuries  which  they  could  not  heal,  operations 
they  dared  not  perform  ;  a  mysterious  danger,  which  could  not  be 
averted  or  controlled,  lurked  in  the  simplest  operation,  and  any 
one  who  dared  enter  the  great  serous  cavities,  was  viewed  with 
apprehension  rather  than  approbation.  Let  us  enter  the  same 
hospital  to-day.  What  has  become  of  that  lurking,  mysterious 
danger,  blood-poisoning  ?  Some  say  Pasteur,  Cohn,  and  Lister 
overcame  it,  but  that  is  as  if  you  said  Stephenson  devised  the 
triple-expansion  steam-engine  ;  they  showed  the  way  to  its  de- 
struction, but  through  you  it  was  destroyed. 

"The  trained  nurse  is  the  smooth,  well-rounded  stone  which 
crushed  the  brain  of  that  Goliath.  See  now  the  cheerfulness,  the 
safety  of  those  same  wards.  How  truly  enviable  the  tasks  of 
surgery  to-day,  because,  at  last,  responsibility  for  success  or  fail- 
ure is  direct  and  unquestioned,  and  it  depends  wholly  on  the 
surgeon,  and  on  you,  his  strong  right  arm  !  " 
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ADDRESS  TO  GRADUATING  CLASS  BY  DR.  LEMUEL 
BOLTON  BANGS. 


IN  response  to  the  request  of  my  friend,  Mrs.  Osborn,  I  am  here 
*  to  spend  a  few  moments  with  you  to  congratulate  you  upon 
your  entry  into  your  profession  ;  and,  if  I  can,  to  strengthen  in 
you  the  inspiration  and  enthusiasm  with  which  you  may  be  sup- 
posed to  have  entered  your  chosen  calling.  I  am  not  here  unwill- 
ingly ;  I  come  with  great  pleasure,  not  only  because  there  is  a 
close  relation  between  doctors  and  nurses,  each  being  dependent 
upon  the  other,  but  because  it  gives  me  the  opportunity  of  at  least 
trying  to  show  you  the  importance  of  one  of  your  relations  to  the 
laity. 

The  fact  that  you  are  now  ''^trained"  educated,  and  certified  to 
have  a  certain  kind  of  technical  knowledge  implies  something 
more  than  potver."  Lord  Bacon's  often-quoted  sentence  that 
"Knowledge  is  power"  is  true,  but  it  should  also  be  borne  in 
mind  that  knowledge  implies  responsibility.  It  is  a  satisfaction 
to  those  who  have  acquired  knowledge,  especially  technical  knowl- 
edge, to  think  that  once  acquired  it  is  perpetual  ;  it  cannot  be 
stolen  ;  its  possessor  cannot  be  deprived  of  it  ;  and,  further,  if 
need  be,  it  can  be  turned  into  its  equivalent  in  money.  As  Lang- 
ford  says  in  his  book.  The  Praise  of  Books,  "  The  only  jewel 
which  will  not  decay  is  knowledge."  But  this  possession  of 
knowledge  not  only  implies  responsibility  in  its  right  use  but  im- 
plies the  capacity  to  impart  it  to  those  less  informed.  It  seems  to 
me  that  doctors  and  nurses  are  in  a  sense  guardians  and  teachers 
of  the  people,  not  only  in  ethics,  but  especially  in  hygiene  —  in 
all  the  laws  which  govern  health,  and  of  which  you  have  heard  so 
much  that  possibly  you  have  come  to  regard  them  with  indiffer- 
ence and  perhaps  mechanically  govern  your  own  lives  by  them. 
But  how  about  the  people  who  know  not  the  value  of  cleanliness, 
the  value  of  cleanliness  in  little  things  ;  who  think  it  a  virtue  to 
bathe  only  occasionally,  or  who  are  surprised,  as  was  Selma  in 
Uiileaverud Bread,  when  she  learned  that  there  were  people  who 
brushed  their  teeth  more  than  once  a  day  ? 
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Again,  how  about  the  people  who  know  nothing  of  the  neces- 
sity for  a  continual  supply  of  fresh  air  in  the  rooms  in  which  they 
sit,  work,  or  sleep  ?  You  may  recognize  your  responsibility  for 
such  details  while  you  are  "on  duty,"  engaged  upon  a  case  in 
which  you  naturally  become  interested  and  toward  which  you  al- 
most mechanically  show  your  responsibility  by  the  continual  and 
faithful  exercise  of  your  knowledge  ;  but  are  you  not  in  a  meas- 
ure, because  of  your  better  and  more  definite  information,  called 
upon  to  instruct  in  these  details  even  when  "  off  duty "  and 
whenever  and  wherever  the  opportunity  is  offered  you  ? 

It  has  been  said  that  doctors  and  nurses  are  engaged  in  a  per- 
petual struggle  to  undermine  their  own  business,  but  this  is  true 
only  when  their  calling  is  regarded  as  a  "  business  "  ;  but  when 
they  consider  themselves  as  repositories  of  knowledge  which  can 
be  made  useful  for  the  betterment  of  their  fellows,  surely  the  re- 
sponsibility rests  upon  them  to  use  it. 

Let  me  call  your  attention,  for  a  few  moments,  to  another  oppor- 
tunity of  the  nurse.  The  history  of  medicine  is  full  of  delusions, 
"systems  of  cure,"  and  secret  nostrums.  In  our  own  country, 
because  of  the  peculiarly  nervous  susceptibility  of  our  people,  and 
because  of  their  keen  desire  to  know  about  new  things,  all  forms  of 
delusions,  humbugs,  and  quackeries  find  a  ready  acceptance.  Our 
people  are  extremely  impressionable,  and  readily  fall  a  prey  to  the 
charlatans  who  claim  mysterious  powers.  It  has  always  interested 
me  to  notice  that  these  powers  are  exerted  only  over  the  "  ills  to 
which  flesh  is  heir."  Now  and  then  we  find  some  one  search- 
ing for  "  Captain  Kidd's  money  under  spirit  direction,"  but  no 
one  attempts  to  build  a  house,  a  railroad,  or  to  dig  a  grave  by 
these  mysterious  powers — it  is  only  in  relation  to  the  cure  of  dis- 
ease, real  or  imaginary,  that  these  occult  powers  are  exerted. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in  no  other  relation  of  human  life 
is  there  so  much  quackery,  deception,  and  delusion  exhibited  as 
by  the  various  "methods  of  cure"  and  so-called  "sciences  "  of 
the  present  day,  we  ought  not,  as  doctors  and  nurses,  to  shut  our 
eyes  to  the  facts,  but  should  try  to  understand  and  explain  the 
conditions  of  human  nature  which  underlie  these  facts.  More 
general  knowledge  of  biology  would  make  simple  and  plain  what 
seems  mysterious — even  to  those  who  are  supposed  to  be  "  liber- 
ally "  educated. 
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It  is  not  to  be  questioned  that  the  paralyzed  have  been  cured, 
the  lame  and  crippled  have  been  enabled  to  throw  away  their 
crutches,  tumors  have  been  made  to  disappear,  eyesight  has  been 
restored  —  almost  everything  in  the  way  of  restoring  health  has 
been  accomplished  by  these  mysterious  people  excepting  raising 
the  dead. 

Let  me  remind  you  of  some  of  these  "remarkable  "  things  and 
then  let  us  inquire  whether  they  may  be  explained  ;  and  if  so, 
ought  we  not  to  be  able  to  explain  to  the  laity  and  to  those  less 
well  informed  than  we  are  what  the  real  thing  is  ? 

A  few  years  ago,  during  the  life  of  Dr.  Cornelius  R.  Agnew, 
who  was  known  and  loved  by  many,  I  met  him  at  the  corner  of 
Fifth  Avenue  and  34th  Street.  He  seemed  to  be  intensely  amused 
at  something,  and  stopped  me  to  tell  me  that  he  had  just  come 
from  a  large  house,  three  windows  wide.  In  the  middle  of  the 
middle  window  of  a  large  room  on  the  second  story  there  was  a 
single  pane  of  blue  glass  ;  the  shades  were  drawn  up  to  the  top  ; 
a  flood  of  light  was  pouring  into  the  usually  dark  room,  and  the 
whole  family  were  in  turn  bathing  themselves  in  the  blue  light 
that  came  through  this  glass.  These  rays  were  not  only  to  cure 
them  of  every  ailment  that  they  had  at  the  time,  but  were  to 
make  such  change  in  their  tissues  that  they  would  live  forever, 
and  thus  defeat  all  the  prognostications  of  those  who  believe  in 
total  depravity.  He  told  me  that  time  and  time  again  he  had 
endeavored  to  strengthen  the  eyesight  and  bodies  of  the  resi- 
dents of  this  house  by  asking  them  to  let  more  sunlight  in  the 
house,  but  either  the  fear  of  fading  their  carpets,  or  of  ruining 
their  complexions,  or  a  habitual  love  of  darkness  had  kept  them 
in  a  chronic  state  of  refusal  to  all  his  urging,  until  the  advent  of 
General  Pleasanton's  little  book  on  the  chemical  effect  of  blue 
glass. 

This  fad  may  be  in  the  memories  of  some  of  you,  but  there  is 
no  doubt  about  it  that  "cures,"  some  of  them  said  to  be  "won- 
derful," were  effected  by  General  Pleasanton's  blue  glass.  Some 
of  them  may  have  been  due  to  the  admission  of  more  sunlight  and 
fresh  air  to  closed  and  impure  houses,  but  others  must  have  been 
due  to  some  mental  cause. 

Some  years  ago  a  Dr.  Perkins  electrified  the  world  by  the 
effects  of  what  he  called  "tractors,"  which  were  little  pieces  of 
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metal  of  different  kinds.  One  end  of  these  bits  of  metal  was 
filed  into  blunt  teeth  and  the  other  was  rounded  to  form  a  handle. 
These  were  alternately  drawn  over  the  affected  region,  and 
chronic  rheumatism  of  the  ankle,  knee,  wrist,  and  hip  were 
cured,  even  where  the  joints  were  swollen  and  the  patient  had 
been  ill  for  a  long  time  ;  and  even  a  case  of  lockjaw  of  three  or 
four  days'  standing  was  cured.  Ladies  carried  them  in  their 
pockets  and  treated  their  friends,  and  these  enthusiasts  reported 
that  they  had  cured  cancers,  tumors,  and  all  the  ailments  to  which 
females  are  peculiarly  liable.  The  reputation  of  these  tractors 
spread  to  Great  Britain  ;  the  nobility  became  interested  ;  a  hospital 
was  subscribed  for  and  opened  in  order  that  the  deserving  poor 
might  receive  the  benefit  of  this  new  method  of  treatment  without 
the  delay  and  expense  of  the  old  methods,  and  without  taking 
nasty  medicine. 

How  do  you  think  this  bubble  was  pricked  ? 

One  of  the  professors  of  medicine  in  Kings  College  Medical 
School  lectured  ujjon  tlie  tractors,  performed  cures  by  them,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  term  showed  that  his  effects  had  been  produced 
by  two  ivoodcn  tractors  of  the  same  shape,  painted  to  resemble 
the  metallic  ones  in  color. 

The  effects  of  the  use  of  the  tractor  were  attributed  to  galvanism, 
but  as  you  can  readily  see,  there  must  have  been  some  other  cause 
at  work. 

Dr.  Tuke,  in  his  classical  book,  Influence  of  the  Mind  upon 
tite  Body,  gives  us  some  very  interesting  facts  where  the  effect  is 
unquestionably  produced  by  a  natural  mental  cause.  charm- 
ing away  of  warts  is  well  established.  Dr.  Tuke  says  of  them  : 
"  They  are  so  apparent  that  there  cannot  be  much  room  for 
mistake  as  to  whether  they  have  or  have  not  disappeared.  And 
in  some  instances  within  my  own  knowledge  their  disappearance 
was  in  such  close  connection  with  the  psychical  treatment  adopted, 
that  I  could  only  suppose  the  cure  was  post  hoc." 

He  tells  of  a  case  the  particulars  of  which  he  received  from  a 
surgeon.  The  latter's  daughter  had  about  a  dozen  warts  on  her 
hand  and  they  had  been  there  eighteen  months.  Her  father  had 
applied  caustic  and  other  remedies  without  success.  A  gentle- 
man called,  noticed  her  warts,  and  asked  how  many  she  had. 
She  said  she  did  not  know,  but  thought  about  a  dozen.  "Count 
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them,  will  you  ?"  said  he,  and  solemnly  took  down  her  coimting, 
remarking,  "  You  will  not  be  troubled  with  your  warts  after  next 
Sunday."  Dr.  Tuke  adds,  "  It  is  a  fact  that  by  the  day  named 
the  warts  had  disappeared  and  did  not  return." 

Francis  Bacon  had  a  similar  experience,  including  the  removal 
of  a  wart  which  he  had  with  him  from  childhood,  on  which  he 
says  :  "At  the  rest  I  did  little  marvel,  because  they  come  in  a 
short  time  and  might  go  away  in  a  short  time  again,  but  the  going 
away  of  that  which  had  stayed  so  long  doth  yet  stick  with  me." 

I  know  of  a  similar  instance  in  which  a  young  lady  was  requested 
to  put  her  hand  through  the  partially  closed  door  of  a  room,  on 
the  opposite  side  of  which  was  her  grandfather.  She  could  n't 
see  what  he  did,  but  he  told  her  that  the  warts  would  disappear 
in  two  weeks,  and  they  did. 

Abernethy  gives  a  case  of  a  woman  who  was  permanently 
cured  of  dropsy  by  being  frightened  by  a  bull,  relief  coming 
through  the  kidneys. 

The  efficacy  of  the  touch  of  the  king  to  cure  scrofula  is  authen- 
ticated beyond  question.  Macaulay  relates  that  when  William 
III.  refused  to  exercise  this  power  it  brought  upon  him  an  ava- 
lanche of  tears  and  cries  of  the^parents  of  the  children  who  were 
suffering  from  scrofula.  Dr.  Buckley  in  quoting  this  says,  "  His 
opponents  insinuated  that  he  dared  not  try  a  power  which  belonged 
only  to  legitimate  sovereigns,"  but  this  sarcasm  was  without  basis. 
As  an  old  author  says,  "  Tlie  curing  the  king's  evil  by  the  touch 
of  the  king  does  much  puzzle  our  philosophers,  for  whether  our 
kings  were  of  the  house  of  York  or  Lancaster,  it  would  cure  for  the 
most  part." 

A  medical  friend  of  mine  narrated  to  me  the  following  :  A 
young  lady  had  been  examined  repeatedly  by  different  surgeons 
and  declared  to  have  hip-disease.  She  had  had  splints  and  all 
sorts  of  things,  excepting  an  operation,  tested  without  avail.  My 
friend  was  called  in  and,  after  a  careful  examination  of  her  and 
study  of  her  character,  said  with  great  positiveness  that  he  would 
cure  her.  He  informed  her  that  on  a  given  day,  at  a  fixed  hour, 
he  would  come  and  make  an  application  to  the  diseased  hip  ; 
that  at  first,  for  a  few  seconds,  she  would  feel  nothing,  then  the 
skin  under  the  application  would  begin  to  burn  and  that  it  would 
become  extremely  painful,  but  that  she  must  bear  the  application 
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for  twenty  minutes  and  then  she  would  be  well.  On  the  day  ap- 
pointed he  went  to  the  house.  The  young  lady  was  bed-ridden 
and  had  been  for  months.  The  affected  joint  was  carefully  and 
solemnly  bared  ;  he  made  the  application,  and  then  stood  over 
her  in  silence  with  his  watch  in  his  hand.  For  a  few  seconds  she 
was  silent,  then  she  began  to  complain  of  burning,  and  presently 
to  make  an  outcry,  saying  that  she  was  suffering  ;  but  he  was  ob- 
durate and  commanded  her  to  bear  it.  Her  mother,  who  was 
present,  coaxed  and  fondled  until  finally  the  end  of  the  twenty 
minutes  was  reached.  You  who  have  taken  temperatures  repeat- 
edly know  how  long  a  time  three  minutes  is  when  you  are  waiting, 
hence  you  may  form  an  idea  of  how  long  twenty  minutes  was  to 
this  sitfferin^s;  (?)  girl. 

At  the  end  of  the  twenty  minutes  he  commanded  her  to  get  out 
of  bed  and  walk.  She  did  so  ;  walked  across  the  floor  for  the  first 
time  in  months  ;  was  dressed  and  restored  to  her  home  life — for 
a  time.  Unfortunately,  my  friend,  who  was  a  thoroughly  sincere 
man,  thought  it  his  duty  to  inform  the  mother  of  his  ''method  of 
cure"  and  she  immediately  conveyed  the  information  to  her 
daughter.  Her  cure  was  effected  by  merely  laying  upon  the 
affected  joint  a  copper  cent  which  he  had  in  his  pocket,  and  which 
he  covered  with  a  towel. 

Dr.  Buckley  relates  the  following  :  "  The  daughter  of  an  emi- 
nent clergyman  of  this  city  had  been  sick  for  a  long  time,  entirely 
unable  to  move,  and  suffering  intense  pain.  One  of  the  most 
famous  surgeons  declared,  after  careful  examination,  that  she  had 
diseases  of  the  breast-bone  and  ribs,  which  would  require  incisions 
of  so  severe  a  character  as  to  be  horrible  to  contemplate.  Three 
times  the  surgeon  came  with  his  instruments  to  perform  the  oper- 
ation, but  the  parents  could  not  bring  themselves  to  consent  to  it, 
and  it  was  postponed.  At  last  the  late  Dr.  Krackowitzer  was 
called  in.  He  solemnly  and  carefully  examined  her  from  head 
to  foot,  taking  a  long  time,  and  at  last  suddenly  exclaimed  :  '  Get 
out  of  bed,  put  on  your  clothes,  and  go  down-stairs  to  meet  your 
mother  in  the  parlor  !  '  The  young  lady  automatically  arose 
and  obeyed  him.  The  next  day  she  took  a  walk  with  her  mother 
and  soon  entirely  recovered. 

"  Had  either  of  these  two  cases  been  cured  by  a  faith  healer 
believed  in  by  the  family,  the  mistaken  diagnosis  by  the  eminent 
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surgeon  would  have  been  heralded  far  and  wide,  and  the  cure 
considered  a  miracle." 

Now  let  us  take  some  illustrations  in  which  the  operation  of 
occult  causes  is  claimed  :  "  mesmerism,"  or  "  animal  magnetism," 
and  the  so-called  "  faith  cures,"  or  "  mind  cures,"  or  "  Christian 
science  healings."  I  have  a  book,  published  many  years  ago,  in 
which  is  given  a  report  of  a  commission  of  physicians  and  scien- 
tists, members  of  the  French  Academy  of  Sciences,  who  were  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  claims  of  Mesmer  to  cure  disease. 
They  reported  that  unmistakable  cures  —  many  of  them  very  re- 
markable —  were  achieved  by  Mesmer  and  his  followers,  and  at 
that  time  the  influence  was  called  "  animal  magnetism  "  ;  and  for 
the  induction  of  its  effects,  the  use  of  magnets  and  certain 
manipulations,  or  "  passes  "  as  they  were  called,  over  the  affected 
region  was  supposed  to  be  necessary.  Mesmer  himself  also  used 
magnets.  Later  on  it  was  discovered  that  neither  magnet,  nor 
passes,  nor  manipulations  were  necessar\-,  and  that  remarkable 
cures  were  still  performed  by  those  who  claimed  to  have  this 
"  mesmeric  "  or  "  electro-biologic  "  power,  but  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  create  in  the  subjects  a  certain  concentration  of  mind. 

I  remember  being  at  a  lecture  by  one  of  these  peripatetic 
"  mesmerists  "  who  selected  his  subjects  by  requesting  those  who 
were  willing  to  hold  the  fleshy  portion  of  the  left  thumb  between 
the  thumb  and  finger  of  the  right  hand,  and  to  contemplate  the 
end  of  the  left  thumb  in  absolute  silence.  Meanwhile  he  en- 
joined absolute  stillness  on  the  part  of  the  rest  of  the  audience, 
having  previously  inspired  sentiments  of  belief  in  his  teaching 
and  faith  in  himself  by  a  skilfully  worded  lecture.  After  the 
lapse  of  a  period  of  silence  of  fifteen  minutes,  he  went  rapidly 
up  and  down  the  aisle  picking  out  his  subjects,  whom  he  recog- 
nized by  their  intense  faces,  and,  beckoning  them,  commanded 
them  to  go  upon  the  stage.  There  he  put  them  through  all  kinds 
of  grotesque  and  undignified  performances,  which  they  did  at  his 
suggestion,  and  which  they  would  not  have  done  if  they  had  been 
in  their  senses.  This  has  been  repeated  by  others  who  claimed 
no  particular  mesmeric  power,  and  notably  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Buckley,  an  active  member  of  the  Society  for  Psychical  Research, 
and  from  whose  book  on  Faith  Healing,  Christian  Science,  and 
Kindred  Phenomena  I  have  quoted  freely. 
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I  have  heard  witnesses  declare  that  they  had  been  relieved  of 
all  sorts  of  ailments  by  either  a  "  faith  curer,"  or  a  "  mind  curer," 
or  a  "  Christian  scientist,"  according  to  the  method  in  which  they 
had  special  belief.  Dr.  Buckley  relates  hearing  a  witness  testify 
at  a  faith-cure  meeting  in  this  city,  "  That  no  one  had  greater  rea- 
son to  praise  God  than  he,  for  during  the  past  year  he  had  several 
times  been  miraculously  and  instantaiieonsly  raised  from  the  jaws 
of  death." 

Mother  Eddy  states,  "There  is  no  space  nor  time  to  mind," 
and  speaks  of  a  case  of  heart  disease  which  she  cured  without 
having  seen  the  patient,  and  quotes  the  patient's  letter  as  follows  : 
"  Please  find  enclosed  a  check  for  $500  in  reward  for  your  ser- 
vices, that  can  never  be  repaid.  The  day  you  received  my  hus- 
band's letter  I  became  conscious  for  the  first  time  in  forty-eight 
hours.  My  servant  brought  me  my  wrapper  and  I  arose  from 
bed  and  sat  up,  and  yet  you  have  never  seen  me."  These  il- 
lustrations could  be  multiplied  indefinitely,  but  their  repetition 
would  simply  weary  you.  Many  of  them,  of  course,  are  amusing,- 
but  others,  again,  are  grave  because  of  the  moral  conditions  in- 
volved. Admitting  the  fact  that  there  are  real  cures,  especially 
in  self-limited  diseases,  effected  by  these  people,  it  is  equally  true 
that  there  are  not  so  many  as  the  extraordinary  claims  made  by 
these  healers  and  their  followers  would  lead  us  to  believe.  In- 
vestigation shows  that  many  are  honest  delusion,  others  ignorant 
exaggerations,  and  still  others  poor  fabrications. 

I  was  once  called  to  a  young  lady  who  was  a  firm  believer  in 
"metaphysical  healing"  and  who  had  been  cured"  ;  but  im- 
pending suffocation  frightened  her  relatives,  who,  notwithstanding 
her  insistence  that  she  was  well,  and  that  it  was  only  "  mortal 
mind,"  sent  for  me.  I  was  obliged  to  do  an  emergency  operation, 
and  one  which  is  rarely  required  excepting  among  the  ignorant 
and  neglected. 

The  failures  are  never  heard  of,  and  in  this  they  are  similar  to 
the  vaunted  cures  of  the  dollar  bottles  and  other  methods  of 
quackery.  The  patients  treated  by  these  remind  me  of  the  flocks 
of  wild  pigeons  which  I  used  to  see  in  my  boyhood.  In  their 
flight  the  birds  were  so  numerous  as  to  darken  the  sky  ;  if  you 
pointed  a  gun  at  them  in  the  most  random  manner,  shut  your 
eyes,  and  pulled  the  trigger,  you  were  bound  to  hit  some  birds. 
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But  \\  hat  became  of  the  rest  ?  They  flew  a\va\'  and  kept  mighty 
(juiet. 

But  after  all,  when  the  mass  of  exaggeration,  ignorant  descrip- 
tion, delusion,  and  falsehood  has  been  sifted  away,  there  are  cases 
of  morbid  conditions  which  undoubtedly  have  been  "cured"  by 
these  various  forms  of  occult  healers.  In  this  respect,  so  far  as  my 
knowledge  goes,  there  is  no  difference  between  them  ;  they  all 
claim  and  appear  to  have,  the  poiaer  of  healing,"  but  nevertheless 
they  assert  that  there  is  a  difference.  I  have  heard  them  decry 
each  other.  "  Faith  healers  require  the  patient  to  have  faith  ; 
mind  curers  make  a  boast  of  the  fact  that  faith  is  not  necessary." 
As  an  old  friend  of  mine  once  said,  "  Faith  cure  seems  to  be  for 
the  saints  and  mind  cure  for  sinners." 

No  matter  what  their  claims  may  be,  analysis  shows  that  the 
effects  are  produced  by  emotion,  or  by  the  operation  of  a  certain 
subjective  mental  state  produced  in  the  persons  operated  upon  ; 
and  this  is  due  to  that  law  of  the  mind  known  to  physiology  as  the 
law  of  "  Expectant  Attention." 

That  the  bed-ridden  have  been  made  to  rise,  and  morbid  condi- 
tions which  had  defied  medicine  have  been  relieved  by  the  opera- 
tion of  this  law,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  but  the  converse  is  equally 
true — that  diseased  conditions  have  been  induced  by  its  powerful 
exercise.  Let  me  remind  you  of  some  simple  examples  of  this. 
Physiologists  tell  us  that  "  the  influence  of  particular  conditions 
of  the  mind  in  exciting,  suspending,  or  modifying  various  secre- 
tions of  the  organs  of  the  body  is  a  matter  of  daily  experience. 
The  lachrymal  secretion,  for  example,  which  is  continually  being 
formed  to  a  small  extent  for  the  purpose  of  bathing  the  surface 
of  the  eye,  is  poured  out  in  great  abundance  under  the  moderate 
excitement  of  the  emotions,  either  of  joy,  tenderness,  or  grief.  It 
is  checked,  however,  by  violent  emotions;  hence,  in  intense  grief, 
the  tears  do  not  flow,  and  it  is  a  well-known  indication  of  mod- 
erated sorrow  when  the  gush  takes  place — this  very  act  affording 
relief."  Again, 

"  The  flow  of  saliva  is  stimulated  by  the  sight,  the  smell,  the 
taste,  or  even  by  the  thought  of  food,  especially  of  such  as  is  of 
a  savory  character.  On  the  other  hand,  violent  emotion  may  sus- 
pend the  salivary  secretion,  as  is  shown  by  the  well-known  test, 
often  employed  in  India,  for  the  discovery  of  a  thief  amongst  the 
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servants  of  a  family — that  of  compelling  all  the  parties  to  hold 
a  certain  quantity  of  rice  in  the  mouth  during  a  few  minutes,  the 
offender  being  generally  distinguished  by  the  comparative  dryness 
of  his  mouthful  at  the  end  of  the  experiment.  These  changes 
take  place  through  the  nervous  system,  and  may  be  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  a  voluntary  exertion  of  the  will." 

Various  organs  are  acted  upon,  on  the  one  hand,  by  emotional 
states,  and  on  the  other  by  this  state  of  "  expectant  attention,"  to  a 
degree  which  not  only  influences  their  muscular  action  but  their 
nntritio?ias  well.  "  The //mr/ sympathizes  so  much  with  the  emo- 
tions that  the  languages  of  almost  all  civilized  nations  refer  to  it  as 
the  seat  of  "  feelings."  The  blood  also,  it  has  been  shown,  may  un- 
dergo sudden  and  minute  changes  in  its  character  so  as  to  produce 
not  only  morbid  changes  in  a  part  or  of  an  organ,  but  even  al- 
terations and  improvement  in  its  nutrition,  producing  that  har- 
mony of  nature  which  we  call  health.  Dr.  Carpenter  says  further  : 
"  It  seems  certain  that  the  simple  direction  of  the  consciousness 
to  a  part,  independently  of  emotional  excitement,  but  with  the 
expectation  that  some  change  will  take  place  in  its  organic  activity, 
is  often  sufficient  to  induce  such  an  alteration,  and  would  probably 
always  do  so  if  the  concentration  of  the  attention  were  sufficient." 
The  most  satisfactory  exemplification  of  this  principle  has  been 
given  by  the  experiments  of  Mr.  Braid,  who  succeeded  in  produ- 
cing very  decided  changes  in  the  secretions  of  particular  organs 
by  the  fixation  of  the  attention  upon  them  in  what  is  now  known 
as  the  "  hypnotic  "  state. 

It  is  not  requisite,  however,  to  produce  a  state  of "  hypnotism  " 
(or  somnambulism  )  if  the  attention  can  be  sufficiently  drawn  in 
any  other  mode.  "  We  know  that  certain  effects  are  producible  by 
voluntary  direction  of  the  consciousness  to  the  result.  It  is  equally 
true  that  the  same  effects  may  be  produced  by  an  involuntary 
fixation  of  the  attention  to  the  result ;  this  involuntary  action  of 
the  consciousness  being  consequent  upon  an  eager  expectation  of 
benefit  from  some  curative  method  in  which  implicit  confidence 
is  placed." 

Let  me  quote  further  from  Dr.  Buckley  :  "Active  incredulity 
in  persons  not  acquainted  with  these  laws,  but  willing  to  be  exper- 
imented upon,  is  often  more  favorable  to  sudden  effects  than  mere 
stupid,  acquiescent  credulity.    The  first  thing  the  incredulous, 
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hard-headed  man,  who  believes  that  '  there  is  nothing  in  it,'  sees, 
that  he  cannot  fathom,  may  lead  him  to  succumb  instantly  to  the 
dominant  idea." 

If,  then,  this  law  is  so  powerful  and  produces  its  effects  in  some 
cases,  why  may  it  not  apply  in  all?  What  need  of  doctors  and 
nurses  and  materia  medica  ?  Why  spend  so  much  time  and  money 
in  perfecting  these  ?  The  answer  is  that  this  is  only  one  of  Nature's 
laws,  extremely  limited  in  its  application  and  influence,  and  that 
"  it  may  operate  for  evil  no  less  than  for  good  "  (Carpenter).  The 
laws  of  healing  deduced  from  a  knowledge  of  anatomy,  physiology, 
pathology,  and  psychology  are  wider  in  their  range  of  usefulness, 
and  more  humane  and  beneficent  in  their  exercise.  All  wise  doc- 
tors know  and  make  use  of  this  law  of  expectant  attention  ;  they 
endeavor  to  arouse  it  in  their  patients,  and  when  aroused  it  aids 
the  tangible  means  which  are  employed  to  foster  the  action  of  the 
other  laws  of  healing.  There  are  no  "  schools  "  in  the  practice  of 
medicine,  the  various  names  with  which  you  are  familiar, — allo- 
pathic, homeopathic,  eclectic, — which  were  invented  to  express  an 
exclusive  method  of  practising  medicine,  are  not  recognized  by 
doctors  of  medicine.  An  exclusive  method  of  practising  medicine 
is  an  impossibility.  We  try  to  understand  the  laws  of  nature,  to 
make  use  of  and  foster  their  action,  and  for  this  purpose  use 
"  whatever  the  leaders  and  teachers  of  medicine  have  found  to  be 
useful  for  the  relief  of  human  suffering."  Do  not  be  alarmed  !  We 
have  lived  through  "Mesmerism,"  we  have  lived  through  "blue 
glass,"  we  shall  live  through  "faith  cure,"  "mind  cure,"  and 
"  Christian  Science,"  and  there  will  always  be  need  for  good  doc- 
tors and  good  nurses. 

Finally,  young  ladies,  my  object  in  presenting  to  you  this  subject 
this  evening  is  twofold.  First,  to  try  to  stimulate  in  you  an  enthu- 
siasm which  is  above  that  of  blind  obedience  and  the  performance 
of  mechanical  duties,  by  showing  you  that  in  your  contact  with 
your  patients  you  can  aid  the  action  of  this  law  of  the  mind  to 
which  I  have  called  your  attention,  by  cheerfulness,  by  encourage- 
ment, and  by  maintaining  belief  in  the  doctor  and  the  means  which 
he  is  using  ;  and,  second,  to  suggest  to  you  a  topic  of  study, 
remembering  Dr.  Johnson's  statement  that  "knowledge  is  of  two 
kinds  ; — we  know  a  subject  ourselves,  or  we  know  where  we  can 
find  information  upon  it." 
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T^HE  historian  who  writes  the  record  of  the  19th  century  will 
*  not  have  the  sorrowful  task  of  describing  a  progress  which 
has  not  been  accompanied  by  a  change  for  the  better  in  those 
things  which  relate  to  the  body  and  the  soul.  This  change  has 
nowhere  been  more  visible  than  in  every  hospital  through  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  where  the  humblest  and  poorest 
are  cared  for  with  thoughtful  intelligence  by  conscientious  women, 
while  outside  friends,  whom  the  knowledge  of  their  fidelity  has  in- 
terested in  the  work,  fill  those  same  hospitals  with  comforts  and 
conveniences  unthought  of  less  than  fifty  years  ago. 

The  pessimist,  looking  out  from  his  study  upon  a  world  which 
is  still  full  of  sin  and  misery,  exclaims  :  "  Where  is  the  promise 
of  His  coming,  for  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep  all  things  continue 
as  they  were  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation."  But  the 
humanitarian,  who  has  watched,  during  the  latter  half  of  the  19th 
century,  the  growth  of  man's  love  to  man,  which  is  the  only  visi- 
ble outcome  of  man's  love  to  God,  goes  forward  into  the  20th  cen- 
tury with  a  faith  and  courage  which  is  best  e.xpressed  in  the  words 
of  the  poet  : 

"  Ring  out  the  old,  ring  in  the  new, 
Ring  out  the  false,  ring  in  the  true, 
Ring  in  the  valiant  man  and  free 
The  larger  heart,  the  kindlier  hand, 
Ring  out  the  darkness  of  the  land, 
Ring  in  the  Christ  that  is  to  be." 

It  seems  right  that  the  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  who  have  watched  with  so  much  interest  the 
development  of  a  work  which  is  of  such  value  to  the  poorest  and 
humblest,  should  offer  their  small  tribute  of  hope  for  the  coming 
years. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  has  added  five  more  pupils  to 
its  number,  so  that  to-day  there  are  80  nurses  on  duty  in  the 
16 
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wards  of  Bellevue.  During  the  next  month  seven  more  puj^ils 
will  probably  be  added  to  the  school,  in  order  to  take  charge  of 
the  nursing  in  the  new  ward  for  consumptives. 

In  the  year  1900  there  were  1876  applications  for  admission  to 
the  school.  Of  these,  5 1  probationers  were  received,  but  for  var- 
ious reasons  14  of  the  number  could  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  probationary  term.  For  the  present  graduating  class,  32  were 
accepted,  8  were  dropped  during  the  first  year,  and  one,  a  most 
promising  pupil,  died  after  a  \ery  short  illness.  During  the  sec- 
ond year,  three  have  been  dropped,  bringing  the  class  of  1900 
down  to  twent)'.  The  course  of  study  has  been  the  same  as  dur- 
ing previous  years.  The  senior  class  has  two  courses  of  instruc- 
tion each  week,  and  one  lecture  and  quiz  each  week.  The  juniors 
have  two  classes  of  instruction  each  week,  and  one  lesson  in  cook- 
ing for  the  sick.  Besides  this,  the  nurses  all  receive  practical  in- 
struction in  the  wards  of  the  hospital.  Six  lectures  are  given  by 
Dr.  Carlisle  on  diseases  ;  Dr.  Garmony,  on  surgery  and  emergen- 
cies ;  Dr.  Pulley,  on  fluids  of  the  blood  and  bacteriolog)  ;  Dr. 
Hamlin,  on  obstetrics ;  Miss  Bannister,  on  massage.  Special 
training  is  given  in  the  care  of  the  insane  and  alcoholic  patients. 
A  demonstration  of  the  peptonizing  of  milk  and  other  foods  for 
the  sick  is  given  each  year. 

During  the  past  year  one  of  our  graduates,  Miss  Gertrude 
Moore,  went  to  Cuba  to  organize  a  second  training  school  for 
nurses,  in  a  hospital  of  1000  beds,  under  Major  Greble,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Charities  for  the  island  of  Cuba. 

Another  graduate.  Miss  Sampson,  went  to  Cuba  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  Cuban  Orphan  Society.  She  now  has  a  hospital  and 
training  school,  the  pupils  of  which  are  chosen  from  among  the 
older  orphan  girls. 

Another  graduate.  Miss  Turner,  is  head  nurse  in  the  Yellow 
Fever  Hospital  in  Havana.  Last  November,  Miss  O'Donnell  of 
the  Mercedes  Hospital,  sent  for  three  graduates  to  take  charge  of 
a  new  operating  room  and  two  new  wards,  which  have  been  added 
to  her  large  hospital. 

We  receive  good  reports  of  those  of  our  graduates  who  are  still 
in  the  Philippines.  The  calls  for  private  nurses  during  the  past 
year  were  798.  Calls  to  fill  hospital  positions,  27.  The  principal 
ones  Miss  Brennan  was  able  to  supply.      Miss  McCarty,  who 
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had  been  night  superintendent  for  over  a  year,  left  in  September 
to  take  charge  of  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  in  Syracuse.  Miss  Huff- 
cut  took  Miss  Newberry's  place  as  superintendent  of  the  Women's 
and  Children's  Hospital,  San  Francisco,  California.  Miss  Wood- 
worth  has  gone  to  the  new  hospital  in  Albany,  and  Miss  Aldrich 
to  Saratoga.  A  number  of  the  graduates  availed  themselves  of 
the  privilege  of  taking  a  post  graduate  course.  The  Lazarus  Pa- 
vilion has  been  occupied  by  several  graduates  who  were  sick,  the 
expenses  being  paid  from  the  Mary  de  Witt  Cuyler  Fund.  The 
Edith  Home  was  again  opened  during  the  summer.  Many  nurses 
and  teachers  enjoyed  the  rest,  bathing,  and  shade  this  pleasant 
spot  affords. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  to  record  the  marriage  of  three  of 
our  graduates,  and  the  death  of  four.  The  Managers  desire  to 
thank  Commissioner  Keller  for  his  uniform  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness. They  also  thank  the  Medical  Board  for  their  cordial  co- 
operation with  the  work  of  the  school.  Mr.  O'Rourke  has  been, 
as  usual,  most  considerate  and  helpful.

REGULATIONS  FOR  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 
NURSES. 


"T^HE  Committee  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  made 
arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for 
giving   two   years'  training   to  women    desirous  of  becoming 
professional  nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  them- 
selves apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  426 
East  26th  Street,  New  York,  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon 
whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into  the  School  for  two 
months  on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  candidates  is  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty-two  years.  The  applicant  should  send,  with 
answers  to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman  testi- 
fying to  her  good  moral  character,  and  from  a  physician  stating 
that  she  is  in  sound  health.  Applicants  are  received  at  any  time 
during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy.  A  good  education  is 
indispensable  for  a  member  of  the  School,  but  applicants  are  re- 
minded that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation,  when 
equally  qualified  as  nurses,  will  be  preferred  to  those  who  do  not 
possess  these  advantages. 

The  Superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  the  fitness 
of  applicants  for  the  work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dis- 
missing them.  She  can  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee, 
discharge  them  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or  inefficiency. 
During  the  months  of  probation  the  pupils  are  boarded  and 
lodged  at  the  expense  of  the  School,  but  receive  no  other  com- 
pensation. They  are  not  expected  to  wear  the  uniform  of  the 
School,  but  must  come  provided  with  dresses  of  washing  mate- 
rial for  use  in  the  Hospital.    All  clothing  must  be  plainly  marked. 

After  the  trial  months,  those  who  prove  satisfactory  will  be 
accepted  as  pupil-nurses,  after  signing  an  agreement  to  remain 
two  years  in  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  to  obey  the 
rules  of  the  School  and  Hospital. 
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If  a  nurse,  for  reasons  of  her  otvn,  leaves  the  School  before  the 
two  years  have  expired,  she  is  expected  to  refund  to  the  School 
the  money  she  has  cost  it. 

The  pupils  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  as  assistants  in 
the  wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital  ;  the  second  year  they  will  be 
expected  to  take  charge  of  wards,  or  to  perform  any  duty  assigned 
them  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  pay  the  first  year  is  $7.00  a  month,  for  the  second  year, 
$12.00  a  month.  The  sum  is  allowed  for  the  dress,  text-books, 
and  other  expenses  of  the  nurse  in  connection  with  her  work,  and 
is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it  being  considered  that  the  educa- 
tion given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  her  services.  They  are  re- 
quired, after  the  months  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the 
dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  blue  and  white 
seersucker,  simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar  and 
cuffs. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  with  an  hour 
off  for  dinner  and  additional  time  for  exercise  and  rest.  They 
are  also  often  given  an  afternoon  during  the  week,  and  have  half 
of  Sunday.    A  vacation  is  allowed. 

As  the  Institution  is  unsectarian,  there  are  no  religious  services 
connected  with  it,  except  evening  prayers,  and  all  nurses  are 
expected  to  attend  the  place  of  worship  they  prefer  once  on 
Sunday. 


COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 
The  instruction  includes  : 

1.  A  good  obstetrical  service,  and  a  first-class  surgical  and 
medical  service. 

2.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds  :  the  ap- 
plication of  fomentations,  poultices,  cups,  and  leeches. 

3.  The  administration  of  enemas,  and  the  use  of  catheter. 

4.  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

5.  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

6.  The  management  of  helpless  patients  ;  making  beds  ;  mov- 
ing, changing,  giving  bath  in  bed  ;  and  preventing  and  dressing 
bed-sores. 
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7-  The  practical  care  of  the  insane,  and  alcoholics. 

8.  Making  of  all  surgical  dressings,  bandaging,  making  band- 
ages and  rollers,  lining  of  splints,  etc. 

9.  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the  sick. 
The  pupil  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical 

methods  of  supplying  fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating  sick- 
rooms in  a  proper  manner,  and  they  are  also  taught  how  to  take 
care  of  rooms  and  wards  ;  how  to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean 
and  disinfected  ;  to  make  accurate  observations  and  reports  to  the 
physicians  of  the  state  of  the  secretions,  expectoration,  pulse, 
skin,  appetite,  temperature  of  the  body,  intelligence, —  as  delirium 
or  stupor, — breathing,  sleep,  condition  of  wounds,  eruptions,  effect 
of  diet,  or  of  stimulants,  or  of  medicine  ;  and  to  learn  the  manage- 
ment of  convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians 
and  surgeons  at  the  bedsides  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, Assistant  Superintendents,  and  head  nurses.  Lectures, 
recitations,  and  demonstrations  will  take  place  from  time  to  time, 
and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus 
trained  can  choose  their  own  field  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals, 
in  private  families,  or  in  district  nursing  among  the  poor.  On 
leaving  the  School  they  will,  after  passing  the  final  examination, 
each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board  and  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Superintendent  of 
the  School. 

As  an  appreciation  of  their  services  while  in  training,  and  as  a 
mark  of  their  esteem  and  regard,  the  Managers  give  a  "  gold 
badge  "  to  those  pupils  who  have  conscientiously  adhered  to  the 
rules  of  the  School  and  Hospital,  shown  faithful  devotion  to  duty, 
and  an  earnest  desire  to  be  a  credit  to  the  profession. 

The  M anagers  of  the  School  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that 
they  do  not  guarantee  to  take  all  who  graduate  on  the  Registry.

The  Managers  of  the  Training  School  have  established  a  Reg- 
istry for  their  graduates,  where  medical,  surgical,  and  obstetrical 
nurses,  and  those  competent  to  take  charge  of  nervous  and  insane 
patients,  can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in  person,  by  letter, 
telephone,  or  telegram,  to  the  office  of  the  Society,  426  East  26th 
Street.    Telephone  No.  833 — Mad.  Sq. 

The  terms  for  the  registered  nurses  are,  for  obstetrical,  nervous, 
surgical  (major),  contagious,  and  men,  $25.00  per  week.  Insane, 
and  alcoholic,  $30.00  per  week  or  $5.00  per  day. 

Infectious  and  contagious  cases  include  :  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Erysipelas,  Septicaemia,  and  Puerperal 
Fever. 

If  at  a  contagious  case  for  less  than  a  week,  $4.00  per  day  ; 
$21.00  per  week,  or  $3.00  per  day  for  all  ordinary  cases,  includ- 
ing minor  surgery. 

No  extra  charge  to  be  made  for  attending  to  the  body  after 
death.    If  called  in  expressly  for  this  duty,  $5.00. 

A  list  of  these  nurses  will  be  found  on  page  60. 

1.  The  fee  is  $10.00  a  year,  due  January  ist. 

2.  Nurses  are  to  keep  the  Superintendent  informed  of  their 
places  of  residence  ;  when  they  are  ready  for  a  call  ;  and  also 
when  they  have  accepted  a  case  either  obtained  from  the  office  or 
from  any  other  source. 

3.  Nurses,  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick-room,  are  to  wear 
the  full  uniform,  consisting  of  a  cap,  apron,  and  dress  of  blue 
and  white  seersucker,  unless  the  patient  or  family  object,  or  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

4.  Nurses  are  to  report  to  the  office  when,  from  sickness  or 
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any  other  cause,  they  are  obliged  to  leave  a  patient  who  still  needs 
the  services  of  a  nurse,  so  that  their  place  can  be  supplied  as  soon 
as  possible. 

5.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  nurse  to  take  the  care  of  the  patient's 
room,  if  her  time  is  not  fully  occupied  by  the  patient  ;  and  also 
to  make  herself  acceptable  to  the  family. 

6.  Before  making  an  engagement  a  nurse  should  mention  her 
terms,  or,  if  that  is  not  practicable  then,  as  soon  after  as  conven- 
ient ;  and  when  an  engagement  is  once  made  she  should  consider 
herself  bound  to  keep  it,  and  not  be  induced  to  break  her  word 
in  order  to  please  a  patient  or  to  secure  a  more  advantageous 
position. 

In  making  obstetrical  engagements  it  is  urged  on  the  graduates 
to  be  most  particular  as  to  date  of  engagement  and  terms,  so  that 
there  be  no  misunderstanding  later. 

If  any  graduate  of  the  School  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved 
unsatisfactory,  the  employer  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  to  the 
Superintendent. 

The  regulations  for  employers  are  the  same  as  those  generally 
used  in  registries  for  nurses  : 

1.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  are  to  be  paid  by  the  em- 
ployers of  nurses,  unless  some  different  arrangement  has  been 
made  between  them. 

2.  A  meal  should  be  provided  for  a  nurse  when  she  is  required 
to  be  awake  all  night. 

3.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  very  sick  per- 
son for  several  nights  in  succession,  she  should  be  allowed  not  less 
than  six  hours'  sleep  during  tlie  day. 

4.  When  taking  entire  charge  of  a  nervous  patient  night  and 
day,  though  a  nurse  may  not  lose  her  sleep,  it  is  better  for  both 
patient  and  nurse  that  she  have  some  time  for  exercise  in  the 
open  air  apart  from  the  patient. 

It  is  not  expedient  to  multiply  rules,  as  they  are  not  all  of 
general  application,  and  many  details  must  be  regulated  by  the 
circumstances  of  the  case.  We  only  ask  for  the  nurses  the  con- 
sideration and  kindness  due  to  those  who  contribute  so  much  (o 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  members  of  the  family.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of  "The 
Training  School  for  Nurses."  (Incorporated  February  5, 
1874.) 

article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Society,  as  defined  by  its  charter,  is  "  the 
election,  education,  training,  and  providing  of  suitable  persons  as 
nurses  for  the  sick." 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Society  shall  report  monthly  and  annually  in  writing  to 
the  "  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and 
other  Public  Institutions,"  a  branch  of  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors, 
Patrons,  Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally, by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
from  among  its  Members.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of 
an  officer,  a  successor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  may  be 
elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
at  any  Regular  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice 
having  been  given  in  writing  to  the  Members  by  the  President  or 
Secretary. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  three  Members.  The  President  shall  name 
the  Members  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees,  and  shall  ap- 
point, annually,  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  gentlemen,  Mem- 
bers of  the  Society  but  not  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to 
this  ofifice. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  invest,  and  take  charge  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  make  written  Monthly  Reports  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  and  a 
written  Annual  Report  to  the  President,  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  not  less 
than  eleven  Members,  Five  Members  of  this  Board  shall  be 
Members  of  the  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Belle- 
vue  and  other  Public  Institutions.  The  Board  may  make  its  own 
By-Laws  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body.  The  Board  may,  by 
a  two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  member  for  cause.  It  shall  pre- 
pare the  Annual  Report,  and  submit  it  to  the  Society  for  approval 
at  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  just 
previous  to  that  of  the  Society.  No  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  receive  a  salary  or  any  compensation  for  services 
rendered.  Five  Members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  meeting. 

The  absence  of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from 
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meetings  of  Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  Member, 
for  a  consecutive  period  of  three  months,  without  giving  notice 
to  the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  President  as  equiva- 
lent to  a  resignation. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management  of  the 
School,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  School,  and  shall  determine  the  salaries  of  all 
nurses  and  subordinates. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  upon  nominations,  composed  of 
the  President  and  three  Managers.  The  names  of  persons  eligible 
for  managers  of  this  Institution  shall  be  presented  to  this  Com- 
mittee, and  in  the  event  of  vacancy  in  the  Board,  this  Committee 
shall  report  and  recommend  the  party  or  parties  eligible  for  elec- 
tion. After  such  nominations  by  the  Committee  one  month  shall 
elapse,  when  the  election  shall  take  place  by  ballot  at  any  meet- 
ing at  which  two  thirds  of  the  Managers  are  present. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  manage  the 
finances  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service 
and  valuable  aid  rendered  to  the  School.  They  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  all  dues.  They  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  elected  by  the  Society  at  its  Annual 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  One  Thousand  Dol- 
lars at  one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  Membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A 
Benefactor  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  tivo pupils,  who,  upon 
conforming  to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  preference  over 
all  other  applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received  and 
trained  in  the  School. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

Patrons. — Any  person  who  shall  give  Five  Hundred  Dollars  at 
one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
Membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron 
shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  pupil,  who,  upon  conforming 
to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  a  preference  to  the  first 
vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  must  be  nominated  in  writ- 
ing by  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society  ;  the  name 
of  the  proposed  Member  and  Proposer  being  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary, to  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Board  of  Managers.  If 
elected,  and  upon  payment  of  annual  dues,  he  or  she  shall  become 
a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society.  The  annual  dues 
of  a  Member  shall  be  ten  dollars,  of  an  Associate  Member  five 
dollars,  payable  immediately  after  election,  and  subsequently  in 
January  of  each  year.  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes  at 
all  Regular  and  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society,  and  the  Associate 
Members  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  may  at  any  time  commute  all 
annual  dues  for  life  by  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars, 
and  Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Society  shall  be  the 
calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sub-Committees  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  these  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  These 
By-Laws  can  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  Members  of  the 
Society,  or  by  a  Majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any  Reg- 
ular or  Special  Meeting,  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment 
having  been  sent  to  each  member  a  fortnight  previously  by  the 
Secretary.
